Niagara In Peril~-4 Great Change Im- 
mineut. 

[From ttio Durtalo Eipro s, January 13.] 

The interesting question of geological 
and eommerp.iitL.lcQportap.Qe, as to .what 
period of time is likely to be cbrien'raud 
by tho Falls of Niagara in wearing their 
wuj up the bed of the Niugaru river past 
Tonawanda nnd Black Rock, until tbcy 
becoino at Buffalo tho Falls of Luke Erie, 
baa been raised anew of late by sorao re- 
markable signs obierved in the rapids 
lipbn Horse-lisboe Pall, which are thought 
to forebode un early downfall of the rocks 
forming that uiagniQceut cataract. For 
more than a year past, some watchful 
residents of tho vicinity, lnwo marked a 
peculiar motion about tho rapids at u point 
something less than half a.mile above tbe 
ope.x of the horse shoe, in tho channel in 
which tho greatest body of water de- 
scends, and this moticii bus been of a 
character to give rise to tlio sn|)positioa 
that a breach bad been made by the cur- 
rent through the soft shale strata under- 
lying tho limestone that forms tho present 
ledge of the falls. Recently tbe appeor- 
aiice of the rapids, at the point indicated, 
has undergone a marked cliunne, and so 
exactly iu confirmftliois of ihs ihcorj 
stated,, .that those watching it do not 
doul)ti- the" speedy: doom of tho famous 
Horse-Slioo Cataract.

Some observers at the Falls nnticipate 
this gtand catastrophe at an earlv day. 
Ill couGrmalion of these opinions we find 
it staled in tho Hamilton ' (Ontario) 
Times, that, within a few weeks past, Dr. 
J. N. Odborne, at Chippewa, haa noticed 
a marked and conslant change in Iho 
motion of the rapids at the point indi- 
cated, and it is also reported that indica- 
tions are discovered of the ponriii;; of a 
Bu'Merrnnean stream into the gulf belovv 
the Falls, which the ubseiice of the mist, 
it is Iboiight, would reveal beyond n 
doubt. The some puper remarks that a 
gentleman from the Fulls with whom it 
has conversed, fully believes thaj the 
days of the Great liorBC Shoe are nam- 
bered. 

If it bo tho fact that this grand cata 
clysra is soon to orcnr, geologists will 
only be able to accntint for it by tbo bu;)- 
position of g'-cut frHctiirc or fis.snre in 
the southward dipping bed of limestone 
over the outcropping edge of which, the 
river fulls. Frofrssor Hull's elaborate 
survey of tiio geology of the Niagara river 
region, made in 1842, showed that ni the 
pre.<ent site.of the fulls sheets of hard lime 
stone rook,' of the formation known as the 
Niagara limestoiie, cover tbo surface of 
the country and form the edge of tbe cat<. 
aract to the depth of between eighty nnd 
ninety feet. Under this, extending 10 the 
feet of the fall, are tlio scaly layer.s of the 
same formation. All. these strata slepe 
downward, against (he current of the 
river, at the rate of about twenty five feet 
lo tho mile, and in the rapids above tho 
Inll tbe uppermost jxyers' of the Niogarti 
j iiiBeatone succijed, one stratum abovn an- 
other, till about fifty feol luoro is added 
10 the thickness of tl.o formati in, wlien all 
diaappanr beneath the ooier-ofling cduns of 
the next series abore. whioh is thai of iha 
shales and marls of tbo Onondaga salt group. 
VVa see, therefore. Ibat both above and .^e 
low tbe bard iimestonfl there are soft shale 
formalif ns, easily to be cut by a rapid cur- 
rent; but the lowest of these shalo btd< can 
only be reached and tho limesiono under- 
mined by a fracture in the limestone itself. 
It is very possible that such a fifure exists 
at tbe point where <be changed motion of ibe 
rapida baa been observed, eod that through 
it the river has found its way to tbe nnderly-^ 
tog shales, aod cut a subterranean passage. 

From Ilia proseo {site of Ibe Fails, the 
ftrnta abova doscribod grndnally riso lownrd 
Lake GnUrio to higher levels, till, aloin; the 
groat terrace, the O' pping ie ol tho lower 
twenly fcal of the Niagara liint'Slone, below 
which Ibe shaly strata form iho n'xt eighty 
feel of the steep slope ; next appear a suo- 
OBseiori of Oiilcarioua layers, shales and sand- 
slones belonging Bijocessively to iho Clinton 
and Mo'Mna formaiions. Through Iheso 
pili'S of strata thu river has worked its way 
back, reoeding probably mo'-t rapidly where, 
as io the present position, the lower portion 
of tbe oollioi; was oompoaed oi boM beds, 
whiel being bellowed out, lei down the 
harder strsta above, and Issa rapidly where 
<he strata near Ibe base were bard sand" 
stonci'. 

It was the opinion of Prof Hall in his re- 
port that the sffeet of cootioued rocesaion 
mas* be to gradually dimiai-b the hnighi ol 
the FaHs, bbib b^ the rising of the bed ul iha 
river at their bane and by the .slops ol <hi! 
mis-ive limeslnne to lower level. Tim 
tliiii bedded litnoPlooe above being s ept olf, 
Ihe succeeding nbalea aod taarU 0' the Onoii- 
.dago 'group must immediait-ly follow, and ihe 
'Falls, be thought, m.^y become alinnst sta 
sionaiy, wbon their base is at tbe^base <'f ibe 
massive saDdBtooe and ibeir^iippar line is as 
now over its upper edge. This Prof Hall 
iho -ght likely lo be the case after a further 
recension of about two miles, and the height 
nl the Fa>li must then be reduoed to aoout 
eighty flat
